RAMBOUILLET, France, June 
20 (R). — Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev arrived today amid 
the tightest security precau- 
tions, declaring his visit to Fra- 
nce should consolidate friend- 
ship between the two countries 
and help world peace. 

The Soviet president flew in- 
to Orly Airport, escorted by 
four Mirage F-l jet fighters of 
the French Normandie-Niemen 
Squadron, which fought along- 
side Russian airmen during the 
Second World War. 

Some 3,000 police were mo-' 
bilised for the arrival, with uni- 
formed officers stationed at 
500-metre intervals along the 
50 kms. route from Paris to 
this market town where the 
two leaders are holding their 
talks. 

A series of bomb attacks ha- 
ve struck Soviet buildings in 
Paris in the past week and 
posters proclaiming "Brejnev 
dehors” (Brezhnev go home) 
have been pasted up in a num- 
ber of prominent places, inclu- 
ding in RambouilleL 

Mr. Brezhnev is staying in 
the 14th century Rambouillet 
chateau, used for visiting sta- 
tesmen. 

Security forces were put on- 
to full alert at Orly Airport 
this morning after an anony- 
mous telephone warning of a 
commando attack timed to co- 
incide with his arrival. 

The caller said sticks of dy- 
namite had been hidden in va- 
rious parts of the airport, but 
security men found nothing.

Bhutto proposes joint defence 
pact for Islamic countries 


ABU DHABI, June 20 (R). — 
Pakistan Prime Minister Zulfi- 
kar Ali Bhutto today proposed 
a joint defence pact or a non- 
aggression treaty for Islamic 
countries. 

Mr. Bhutto, who held talks 
here today with the President 
of tbe United Arab Emirates 
(UAE), Sheikh Zayed Bin Sul- 
tan Al Nahayan, made the pro- 
posal in an interview with UAE 
Radio and Television. 

Tbe Pakistani premier said 
such a move would “enable the 
Islamic nation to face all ch- 
allenges as present circumsta- 
nces require more solidarity.” 

He was quoted as saying the- 
proposed defence pact or non- 


aggression treaty could be dis- 
cussed at an Islamic summit 
conference. 

Mr. Bhutto reiterated Pakis- 
tan's unqualified support for 
the Arab cause, particularly 
over Palestine. 

Asked to comment on rep- 
orts that Indian Premier Mor- 
arji Desai bad said India was 
ready to cooperate with Pakis- 
tan in peaceful nuclear fields, 
he replied that Pakistan wel- 
comed any fruitful cooperation 
with India. 

But Mr. Bhutto expressed do- 
ubts feat India would coope- 
rate with Pakistan in nuclpar 
technology. 

He added that Pakistan wo- 


uld go ahead with plans to pur- 
chase nuclear reactors from 
France. 

Mr. Bhutto was due to leave 
here tonight for Kuwait after 
a 24-hour visit during which he 
held talks with the UAE pre- 
sident on boosting bilateral re- 
lations.

Bhutto had outlined to Sheikh 
Zayed the latest developments 
in Pakistan.

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The dividends of 
war and peace 


Mr. Menachem Begin has announced to the world 
that the main objective of his government will be to 
prevent the outbreak of another war in the Middle 
East. It would be ironic indeed if the hawkish Likud 
bloc and its ultra-religious allies were to succeed at 
this avowed task while the Labour Party has failed 
miserably on three notable occasions. 

Yet if Mr. Begin’s intentions are in fact as peace- 
ful as he claims, why is it that he failed to draw 
either the Labour Party or the Democratic Movement 
for Change into the coalition government ? According 
to press declarations by Labour leader Shimon Peres 
and DMC chief Yigael Yadin, the main obstacle to 
their entry into such a coalition lay in the Likud bloc’s 
hard-line position on the question of peace with the 
Arabs. 

Are we now being asked to believe that the Na- 
tional Religious Party, for instance, has succeeded in 
convincing Mr. Begin of the need to make concessions 
which they themselves do not believe in? 

Either Mr. Begin’s negotiations with the Labour 
Party and the DMC were just a farce or Mr. Begin 
now is just using a tactical ploy to soften the harsh- 
ness of his image abroad and has been carried over- 
board by his own ohatory - -it wouldn’t be the first 
time that has happened either. 

The trick of singing the praises of peace while not 
being adverse to going to war at the drop of a hat 
is a hackneyed device used to great effect by the 
Labour Party in the past. Seemingly Mr. Begin intends 
to follow in the footsteps of his erstwhile predeces- 
sors at the prime minister’s office in this respect at 
least. 

Clearly Mr. Begin is under pressure to seek peace 
and is looking for a way to get negotiations with the 
Arabs started. That in itself would be a feather in his 
cap and would go a long way towards easing off the 
pressure. The pursuit of war has been quite lucrative 
for the Israelis. Now Mr. Begin, like his predecessors, 
has discovered that a peaceful seeming posture can 
pay off handsome dividends.

the Israeli Labour Party and 
the results of the recent Spa- 
nish elections 

Al Sha'b commented that 
Walter Mondale, the American 
Vice President said nothing 
new in his recent speech. His 
speech was an accumulation of 
President Carter’s views with 
regards to the Mideast crisis. 
The main novelty of the spe- 
ech is that the speech repre- 
sents the first official announ- 
cement of U.S. policy with re- 
gards to a peace settlement 
in the Mideast since the rise of 
the Likud to power in Israel. 

The paper said that the spe- 
ech, like all other American 
statements, was general and 
did not bring out details re- 
garding a solution to the Mid- 
east problem or America's role 
in the crisis. 

The paper continued by cri- 
ticising Mr. Mondale's state- 
ments. It mentioned Mr. Mon- 
dale's statement that Israel is 
not committed to withdraw 
from Arab lands occupied in 
the June I9fi7 War unless the 
Arabs agree to a lasting peace. 
By such a statement, the pa- 
per feels Mr. Mondale has: 

1. Avioded facing the ex- 
isting reality in the Mideast; 

2. Avoided discussing the 
core of the Mideast crisis, and 

3. Neglected the U.N. resolu- 
tions which call for an Isra- 
eli withdrawal from all Arab 
lands occupied in 1967 and 
Israeli recognition of all Pa- 
lestinian national rights denied 
since 1948. Thus Israeli with- 
drawal from Arab lands and 
recognition of Palestinian ri- 
ghts, according to the U.N., 
are basic to implementing pea- 
ce in the area. 

The paper concluded that the 
Arabs are ready to abide by 
the U.N. resolutions. What re- 
mains is that Israel announce 
its readiness to abide by these 
resolutions. In this respect the 
American role lies in putting 
pressure on Israel to move all 
obstacles that stand in the way 
of a peaceful settlement. 

Al RaT in an editorial entit- 
led: ‘The new demonstrators” 
commented on the Israeli La- 
bour Party and it claim to be 
moderate. 

The paper said that yester- 
day press agencies and news- 
papers published a picture of 
Goida Mier at a Labour mass 
rally with Labour lead- 
ers standing around her. The 
rally was arranged by the La- 
bour Party to secure publicity 
for the Histedrout’s elections. 

The paper commented with 


sarcasm that though basic eco- 
nomic changes would be immi- 
nent in Israel if the Likud wins 
the majority in these elections, 
there Is another reason why 
Labour is having such rallies. 

The party which has led Is- 
rael through all its military 
ventures and has provided the 
country with potential nuclear 
weapons is on the verge of 
collapse. 

The paper feels that the co- 
llapse of the Labour Party wo- 
uld let Israel face an unlimited 
“adventure". It is true that the 
DMC would grow at the ex- 
pense of the Labour Party and 
that Ukud by luring Dayan 
to their side has already star- 
ted the break up of the party 
but there are more dangerous 
consequences. 

The paper cited these dan- 
gers: 

1. The Israeli socialism whi- 
ch has been the pride of its 
leaders is now threatened. Its 
whole economy must take a 
new direction under a govern- 
ment that announces its en- 
mity to socialism. 

2. The alleged Labour mo- 
deration. which in the past pr- 
ovided international publicity 
and Western sympathy, has ch- 
anged with the rise or the Li- 
kud to power. Now Likud has 
to start a new publicity trick. 

According to the paper a 
new Zionist publicity is requi- 
red in the light of the chan- 
ged circumstances. Zionist pro- 
paganda can no longer allege a 
democratic Israel with its peo- 
ple threatened “to be thrown 
into the sea” by the Arabs. 

The paper concludes that the 
reason behind the “demonstra- 
tion" by such leaders as Goida 
Mier is to warn Israelis that 
for the first ti <,e their plans 
are not backed by a big po- 
wer. 

Al Akbbar talked about the 
elections in Spain. It commen- 
ted that Gen. Franco's follow- 
ers failed in the recent elec- 
tions. This failure so soon af- 
ter Gen.' Franco's death and 
the success of the new formed 
parties, proves that inspite of 
support in the limited rightist 
areas Franco's followers would 
not survive for long. 

The recent elections prove 
that the Spanish are opposed 
to dictatorship. These elections 
represent a new era which co- 
uld solve the economic and 
political problems in Spain es- 
pecially concerning the Basq- 
ue people This problem was 
originally forced on Spain by 
the former Franco regime. 

The paper concluded that it 
is no longer suitable for the 
Spanish to continue living with 
such a problem. 





It’s still a case of the tail 
wagging the dog in Turkey

Jordan is a labour-eximporting 

country 


Jordan stands at a cross-road as far as la- 
bour is concerned. The time has come for re- 
consideration and necessarily bold action. This 
situation is warranted not by the stock of la- 
bour. but by the dynamic flows which prevail 

therein. 

In past years, we spent so much time tam- 
ing about stocks of labour without even both- 
ering to break the question down. For-instance, 
economic and social analysts concentrated on 
the size of the labour force, labour participa- 
tion. women workers and so on. It is high time 
we started finding out how many engineers, pl- 
umbers and carpenters we have. 

A functional break-down of the labour force 
is necessary but not sufficient. We must give 
due attention to the flows which are taking 
place at Incredible speed. There are many la- 
bourers emigrating from rural to urban centres, 
from urban centres to the Gulf states, and 
from neighbouring overpopulated countries to 
Jordan. These flows are causing such continu- 
ous shifts in the stock of labour that no one se- 
ems to be sure of any figures any more. 

These export-import waves of labour must 
be subjected to careful scrutiny. We are giving 
up our best, and now even our less-than-best 
to neighbouring countries. As a result, many 
Jordanians are not accepting menial jobs any 
more -- and when they do, they are demand- 
ing high wages. Therefore most of our labour 
imports occupy low jobs. 


This picture is causing continuous shifts 
at the base and the top of the labour pyramid. 
Very soon, should the status quo continue the 
whole pyramid will be a new mix. 

The problem is further accentuated by the 
fast expansion in directly productive pursuits. 
Many export-oriented industries are emerging, 
hoping to ride the current demand and price 
waves. Without an adequate labour supply, 
most of these industries will encounter major 
impediments that may prove insurmountable. 
We can count on imported labour to cover our 
needs for medal and temporary jobs, but not 
for our permanent needs in industry. The indu- 
strial structure must be assembled and opera- 
ted by Jordanians. 

Thus the trade-off picture becomes more ev- 
ident : we can either continue to export labou- 
rers or manufactured goods. It seems that from 
now on the growth in one will be at the expen. 
se of the other. , . 

Since we are determined to go industrial, 
the export of labour must be reorganised and 
to some extent stopped. We can cover the de- 
ficit in our balance of payments with more re- 
mittances or with more export-proreeds. 

Comparing the flow of returns from both, 
export-proceeds are more profitable, stable and 
healthy. Remittances may go astray into inve- 
stments that are least desirable. 

Let us do our best to stop the labour hemo- 
rrhage. 


Bhutto emerges bloodied but intact 
from struggle with opposition

After the recent election In Turkey It appears that the country Is in for another spell .of 
coalition government, or a minority government relying on the votes of other parties. In either 
case the tail would once again wag the dog. It is a situation which has often been the story in 
most of Western Europe, but what makes the Turkish example so disturbing is the nastiness 
of the taiL

Democracy was born long 
ago on the shores of the Aege- 
an Sea. The country that to- 
day shares those shores with 
Greece is now giving the world 
a depressing exhibition of de- 
mocracy at its worst. 

That country is Turkey. Fol- 
lowing the general election he- 
ld there recently it is not the 
will of the majority that seems 
likely to prevail but the will 
of a tiny minority. 

There is, of course, nothing 
new in that ft happens where- 
ver elections fail to give one 
or other of the major conten- 
ders a clear majority. 

The minor parties -- or one 
of them, if it by itself is strong 
enough to tip the balance -- 
are then bribed for their sup- 
port, and thereafter, in the co- 
alition governments that emer- 
ge from these transactions, the 
tail more often than not wags 
the dog. 

That has long been the story 
in most of Western Europe, and 
in other parts of the globe as 
well; we see it' even in Britain 
today with the Lib-Lab pact 

What makes the current Tur- 
kish example so disturbing is 
the nastiness of the tail. 

The outgoing government 
was a four-party coalition 
the so-called Nationalist Front- 
under the premiership of Suley- 
man Demire!, leader of the mo- 
derately Rightwing Justice Par- 
ty, the other parties being; 

National Salvation, led by 
Necmettin Erbakan. 

National Action, led by ex- 
Col. AJparslan Turkes. 


Republican Reliance, led by 
Turhan FeyziogJu. 

Demirei was never happy 
with his coalition partners. The 
National Salvationists embarra- 
ssed him with their medieval 
anti-European. pro-Islamic pos- 
turings, and the National Acti- 
onists alarmed him with their 
fascist squads of student-bash- 
ing, trade union-busting "grey 
wolves". 

Hoping that the elections wo- 
uld give him a clear majority 
and enable him to drop such 
unattractive allies, Demirei 
went to the countiy four mon- 
ths sooner than he need have 
done. 

His hopes were not fulfilled. 
True, his patty won 189 seats, 
40 more than last time; but 
Ecevit’s party, already the lar- 
gest in the last parliament, re- 
jnains the largest in the new, 
“with a total of 213. 

That, however. In a parlia- 
ment of 450 seats, is still 13 
short of an absolute majority; 
and so Turkey would appear to 
be doomed to another spell of 
coalition government or to a 
majority government relying on 
the votes of othei parties, wh- 
ich would be just as bad - - in 
either case the tail would once 
again wag the dog. 

The question is: Who will be 
the dog, Demirei of Ecevit? 
And who will be the tail, Er- 
bakan or Turkes, or both? 

The election cut Erbakan's 
strength by half, from 48 to 24 
seats, but left him still claim- 
ing that he can call the tune in 
the nost-election bargaining. 

Turkes and his “grey wol- 
ves" raised their seats from 3 to 


16, while Feyzioglu's Reliance 
Party dropped from 13 to 3. 

Demirei needs the backing of 
both Erbakan and Turkes to 
stay on as premier, and the pri- 
ce he would have to pay for it 
-- at any rate to the up-and- 
coming Turkes - - would be gre- 
ater than ever. 

Ecevit, for whom an alliance 
with Turkes is unthinkable, has 
been trying to lure dissidents 
away from Erbakan, but he 
can hardly hope to seduce en- 
ough of them to give him a cl- 
ear majority. At the moment it 
looks as if he will have to take 
Erbakan along with him, as he 
did in his last spell as premier, 
and if he does so it will be at 
Erbakan's price. 

Part of that price would be 
an uncomprising stand on the 
Cyprus Issue. Erbakan wants 
the Turkish-controlled part of 
the island to declared itself an 
independent state. 

Ecevit’s failure to win an out- 
right election victory kills any 
hope of an early Cyprus set- 
tlement. 

As for Turkey's internal pro- 
blems -- inflation at 20 per 
cent, unemployment at 15, and 
violence at a frightening pitch 
-- common sense calls for a 
grand coalition of the two main 
parties. 

But the mutual animosity of 
Demirei and Ecevit rules that 
out. Only pressure from the ar- 
my could impose it. 

Military intervention in civil 
affairs is as old as democracy 
itself, and it has happened more 
than once in recent Turkish 
history. Perhaps it will not be 
long before it happens again. 


ISLAMABAD. June 20 (R). 
— Pakistan Prime Minister 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto is emerging 
from his gravest political cris- 
is to fight again, bloodied but 
still alive politically. 

His tenacious opponents in 
the Pakistan National Alliance 
IPNA), a coalition of nine poli- 
tical parties, are claiming a re- 
sounding victory in forcing Mr. 
Bhutto to call fresh elections on 
their own conditions. 

Details of an agreement, re- 
ached after nine rounds of 
talks, are still being worked 
out. These negotiations have 
run into difficulties and could 
hold up the drafting of a fin- 
al text, said PNA Secretary 
General Prof. Ghafoor Ahmed. 

The draft agreement provid- 
es for elections to both the 
National Assembly and provin- 
cial assemblies, probably in the 
first week of October, 
Safeguards against a repe- 
tition of what the opposition 
claims was rigging of elections 
last March 7 will include the 
appointment of impartial pro- 
vincial governors and the re- 
moval of police officers and ad- 
ministrative officials deemed by 
the alliance to be baised 
The state of emergency in 
force since the secession of 
Pakistan’s eastern wing, now 
Bangladesh, will be lifted. This 
will mean reduced powers of 
arrest and detention and the de- 
mise of special courts. 

Political prisoners will be re- 
leased, press freedom guarante- 
ed and the army will be with- 
drawn from the province of 
Baluchistan where it has ful- 
filled a watchdog role since the 
removal of the state's left- 
wing A warn i Party government 
a few years ago. 

Mr. Bhutto, who has led this 
Moslem nation of 72 million 
since the 1971 war with India, 
has accepted the alliance's de- 


mands as the price for lifting 
Pakistan out of a three month 
long crisis which has cost at 
least 350 lives and delivered a 
heavy blow to the national ec- 
onomy. 

He has conceded ground on 
most major points since declar- 
ing thaL he would never call 
fresh elections. He said a new 
poll would be tantamount to 
admitting that those last Ma- 
rch were rigged. "I do not want 
to go down in history as a rig- 
ger of elections," he said. 

The clever and articulate pr- 
ime minister, who has done 
much to rehabilitate Pakistan 
since the 1971 war. explained 
his change of heart was due 
to certain developments and 
information which later came 
his way. 

He said he would have ignor- 
ed the demands of the opposi- 
tion, but he was a “creature of 
the people" and had to appre- 
ciate their sentiments and as- 
pirations. 

Critics say Mr. Bhutto has 
come out of the squabble with 
his reputation as a politician 
and statesman badly mauled. 

They say the only face-sav- 
ing feature so far apparent in 
the agreement is that he re- 
mains prime minister over an 


unchanged . government and 
that he has gained acceptance 
by the opposition of the lega- 
lity of the March elections. 

The opposition alliance drop- 
ped its demands for Mr. Bhut- 
to's resignation as a pre-con- 
dition to the opening of nego- 
tiations. 

It had also called for an in- 
terim coalition government if 
there was to be any delay in 
calling a new vote. 

The agreement has not yet 
been published, at the insisten- 
ce of the alliance. However 
spokesman Prof. Ahmed expres- 
sed concern over public reac- 
tion as details were leaked pie- 
cemeal. 

Rumblings have already been 
reported among alliance work- 
ers in Karachi, Pakistan’s larg- 
est city where much of the kil- 
ling took place during the op- 
position's campaign of agitatioa 
against Mr. Bhutto. 

Many supporters felt the al- 
liance should have held out for 
greater concessions. 

But the agreement represents 
a great stride from the allian- 
ce's situation just a few weeks 


ago wher\,.most of its leaders 
were in jail and martial law 


was“1n force in the major ci- 
ties.

WATER SUPPLY 


AMMAN (J.T.). — Amman’s 
water supply is to increase 
25 per cent in tbe coming 
week with the Uniting of 
three new wells to the sup- 
ply network. 

A further 409 cubic me- 
tres of water per hour wfl! 
flow into Amman from tho- 
se wefls, three of ten re- 
cently drilled, a Water and 
Sewerage Corporation offi- 
cial stated Monday. They 
are mainly located in the 
Royal Racing Club area. 

The seven additional ones 
will start supplying the ca- 
pital with much-needed wa- 
ter month, boosting 

supply from its present 
1,600 cubic metres per hour 
to over 2,400 cubic metres, 
the official continued. 

The corporation drilled a 
total of 20 wells, of which 
10 proved unsuccessful, hi 
the last 18 months to ease 
Amman’s water shortage. 


AMMAN (JNA). — The Food 
and Agriculture Organisation 
(FAO) decided to adopt Arabic 
as an official language at its 
■meeting in Rome, Minister of 
Agriculture Sal ah Jum’a said 
Monday- 

Mr. Jum’a, who returned he- 
re Monday after attending the 


71st session of the FAO’s Cou- 
ncil from June 6-17, added that 
Saudi Arabia had agreed to fi- 
nance a project to improve se- 
eds in Jordan. The JD 280,000 
project includes the construc- 
tion of warehouses for seeds 
and the creation of a work- 
shop to repair agricultural ma- 
chinery.

Aqaba water project 


AMMAN (JNA). — An agree- 
ment to boost water supply to 
Aqaba was. signed with the 
British firm Howard Humphrey 
and a local engineering compa- 
ny at the Ministry of Municipal 
and Rural Affairs Monday. 

The first phase of the agree- 
ment includes financial and 
economic studies, preparation 
of engineering plans and desi- 
gns and tender bids, supervi- 
sion of work on the subterra- 
nean water field in the Qa's Ai 
Dissi area near Aqaba and con- 
struction of the main water 
pipeline to Aqaba and the sou- 
thern coast. 

The second stage will con- 
sist of similar studies, designs 
and supervision work for wa- 
ter and sewage systems In Aqa- 
ba. 

The accord was signed for 
the government by Minister of 
Municipal and Rural Affairs 
Ibrahim Ayyoub in his capacity 
as President of the Board of 
Administration of the Water 
Supply Corporation. 

Mr. Ayyoub said the projects, 
which will cost JD 17 million, 
are considered a very impor- 


tant part of the five-year plan. 
It aims to meet the water ne- 
eds of the Aqaba area with an 
annudl capacity of 17.5 million 
cubic metres. 

The projects consist of a 75 
kms. main water pipe, pump- 
ing units, electric generators 
and reinforced concrete water 


t anks . Design work has taken 
into consideration future de- 
mographic, tourist and indus- 
trial expansion in Aqaba and 
the southern coast area. 

The minister stated that the 
first phase of the project will 
be completed in August 1979, 
and the second in May 1980.

Potash project will 
create new industrial 


LONDON. June 20 (JNA). — 
Dozens of industries will spring 
up in Jordan as a result of the 
potash project, according to 
Director General of the Arab 
Potash Company Ali Al Kha- 
sawneh. 

In an interview with the Lon- 
don-based magazine 'Alam Al 
Tijara, Mr. Khasawneh said 
other derivatives, such as fire- 
resistant bromine and magne- 
sium, used in heat-resistant 
bricks, will be produced from 
the Dead Sea brine.

Potash production could also 
lead to the production of me- 
dicines, plastics, detergents, in- 
secticides, paints and cosme- 
tics. Mr. Al Khasawneh added. 

He emphasised that the pro- 
ject will help the labour situa- 
tion and buttress Jordan's ex- 
port earnings by $ 200-200 mil- 
lion annually. 

Mr. Al Khasawneh pointed 
out that Jordan will be the only 
potash -producing Arab coun- 
try. The Arab World will be 
the main market for its pro- 
ducts, since it needs abundant 
fertiliser supplies for the agri- 
cultural sector.

Secret U.S.-Saudi Arabian 
oil, investment agreement 
published by Newsweek 


NEW YORK. June 20 (AFP). 
— The United States has a sec- 
ret agreement with Saudi Ara- 
bia covering the price of oil 
and investment policy, accord- 
ing to the current issue of 
Newsweek magazine, which 
quotes reliable Saudi officia- 
ls. 

Newsweek said the agreeme- 
nt was signed during the presi- 
dency of Gerald Ford and was 
recognised by the Carter admi- 
nistration three weeks after it 
was installed. The White Hou- 
se and the State' Department 
nevertheless continue to deny 
ail knowledge of such an acc- 
ord, the publication said. 

The weekly magazine said 
the pact included the following 
points: 

— Saudi Arabia would limit 
oil price increases lo five per 
cent per year until 1984, rega- 


rdless of action taken by other 
members of the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC). 

— Saudi Arabia committed 
itself to investing half of its 
annual balance-of-trade surplu- 
s in 25-year U.S. government 
bonds at 7.5 per cent interest. 
The interest cuuj.i be used to 
buy American guuds, particu- 
larly military material. 

— The United States in turn 
was committed to use “its full 
political, military and econo- 
mic resources to assist the 
Saudi Arabian government in 
any way that may prove ne- 
cessary in the light of develop- 
ing circumstances." 

Saudi Arabian sources said 
the details were not really new 
and had been published several 
weeks ago in a London finan- 
cial publication. International 
Currency Review.

* LONDON, June 20 (AFP). — British Airways, the British flag 
carrier, made it dear today it was taking the threat of an Anglo- 
American “air war” very seriously.

ghts are halted. The airline said it would redirect its flights to se- 
veral big American cities through Canada;, and some others via 
Nassau, Bahamas. In Amsterdam, It was reported that Pan Ame- 
rican World -Airways was planning to shift its London services to 
Amsterdam’s Schipol Airport if it were to lose its landing rights 
at London Airport. 


* KUWAIT, June 20 (AFP). — The Gulf countries are planning 
joint construction of a perfume factory in Kuwait, a Foreign Min- 
istry official disposed today after a tour of the area. Saudi Arabia, 
Bahrain, Qatar, the United Arab Emirates and Oman have already 
agreed to take part in the $750-900 million project, Mohammad 
Saddah, Director of the Ministry's Economics Department, said. 
Construction of the factory is slated to begin in 1978 and to be co- 
mpleted by 1981. 


* TOKYO, June 20 (R). — The Japanese government said today it 
was prepared to support a plan to build a petrochemical complex 
in Saudi Arabia costing about 400 billion yen ($1,455 billion) provi- 
ded it was worked out in private negotiations. Japan's Vice Inter- 
national Trade and Industry Minister, Mr. Toshinobu Wada, told a 
press conference the joint venture was being discussed between 
the Mitsubishi Industrial Group and Saudi Arabia. Mr. Wada said 
Japan wanted to join in the venture to promote relations with Sa- 
udi Arabia. 


# BEIRUT, June 20 (R). — Mr. Khaled Yassir has been appointed 
resident representative of the United Nations Development Progra- 
mme (UNDP) in Syria, a United Nations spokesman said in Beirut. 
Mr. Yassir will take up his duties in Damascus during the first 
part of July, he said.

A combination of knowl- 
edge of the probabilities and 
good card-reading enabled 
declarer to bring home this 
touch-and-go no trump* 
game. 

South’s rebid of one no 
trump suggested a some- 
what better than minimum 
response— he had the op- 
tions of passing or giving 
preference to North's first- 
bid suit, yet he elected to 
show a stopper in the unbid 
suit. With an eye on the 
vulnerability. North made a 
move toward game and 
South was happy to accept. 

The opening lead of the 
nine of spades assured de- 
clarer of three tricks in that 
suit and seven tricks overall. 
He had to develop two extra 
tricks for his contract, and 
they could come only from a 
minor suit— at best, the 
heart suit would contribute 
only one additional trick. 

To develop extra tricks in 
clubs, declarer would have 
to find a 4-3 split, which 
occurs some 62 per cent of 
the time, xnd the king onside 


for a finesse. That reduced 
the chances of gaining two 
tricks from the club suit to 
3] per cent. 

The fact that declarer 
held J-10 of diamonds made 
that suit a far more attrac- 
tive proposition. Declarer 
could make four tricks in the 


suit if it divided 3-3 or if 
either defender held a 
doubleton honor- combined, 
that offered a 65 per cent 

chance. Bui to adopt that 
line declarer would need 
three entries to his hand. 
The king of hearts and acc of 


spades were two. Declarer 
decided that West's lead of 
the nine of spades made it 
likely that East held the 

queen, so he presumed the 

jack of spades would be the 
third emrv. 


To preserve his entries, 
declarer won the first trick 
with the king of spades, 
cashed the ace of diamonds 


and successfully finessed the 
jack of spades. Now he led u 
low diamond — note that lead- 


ing an honor would give the 
defenders an extra trick in 
the.suit. When East won the 

king, declarer was in control. 
He could enter his hand with 
the ace of spades and lead 
the jack of diamonds to force 

out the queen. Then he could 
return to his hand with the 
king of hearts to cash his dia- 
mond tricks, thus making his 
game with an overtrick. ""

NAIROBI, June 20 (Agencies) 
— Uganda has strengthened 
* roadblocks on its border with 
Kenya, according to reports 
from the frontier today. Infor- 
med sources in Kampala rep- 
orted an unusual number of 
troops in the streets of the 
capital. 

But Ugandan Information 
Ministry officials said they co- 
uld not comment on a report 
in Kenya's Daily Nation news- 
paper that President Idi Amin 
may have been the target of 
an assassination attempt on Sa- 
turday. 

One of the ministry officials, 
contacted by telephone from 
Nairobi, said he was "not aw- 
are of any trouble at the week- 
end.” 

Informed sources here and in 
Kampala said there was an in- 
cident near Entebbe Airport on 
Saturday, in which a car used 
by the Ugandan leader appea- 
red to have been involved. 

In its front-page report, the 
Daily Nation said “President 
Amin may be dead. He has 
been reported missing after an 
alleged assassination attempt 
on his life at the weekend.” 

The newspaper, quoting uni- 
dentified reports reaching Nair- 
obi, said two men tried to kill 
President Amin as be was on 
his way to Mbarara in south- 
ern Uganda on Saturday mor- 
ning. Thousands of troops were 
combing the area in an effort 
to find the men, it said. 

According to the Daily Na- 
tion report. President Amin's 


car was extensively damaged 
in the incident at Bayitabire 
trading centre, 3 kms. from 
Entebbe. 

One source in Kampala com- 
mented : "There must have be- 
en something, but we're not 
sure what it was." 

Uganda Radio, monitored he- 
re earlier this morning, said 
that President Amin may attend 
a ceremony in western Uganda 
later today marking a Refugee 
Day proclaimed by the Orga- 
nisation of African Unity 
(OAU). 

The broadcast said the cere- 
mony would take place at the 
refugee centre in Ibuga, near 
Uganda's borders with Zaire 
and Rwanda. 

In a news bulletin at 1000 
GMT Kampala Radio dropped 
its report that President Amin 
may attend the Refugee Day 
ceremony. The broadcast made 
□o mention of the Ugandan 
leader. 

Some reports reaching here 
from Kampala said Field Mar- 
shal Amin was seriously woun- 
ded and was taken by a plane 
to Libya for treatment on Sun- 
day, while other reports said 
he was safe and well at a com- 
mand post in Uganda, from 
where he was heading opera- 
tions against his attackers. 

According to the reports 
from Kampala, several people 
were killed and wounded and 
a major sweep by authorities 
was said to be underway thro- 
ughout the country. 

Major troops and tank mo- 
vements have been reported in 
southeastern Uganda, and ro- 


adblocks were set up on roads 
into Kampala from Entebbe, in 
the south, from Jinja, in the 
east and from Masaka, in the 
west. 

At some of the roadblocks 
men were reportedly arrested 
and taken to an unknown des- 
tination aboard military trucks. 
Their wives were' said to have 
been ordered to return to their 
homes. 

Gunfire was heard during the 
night around Nakasero barra- 
cks in Kampala. The army se- 
arched all villages around En- 
tebbe both last- night and the 
night before. 

Reports reaching Nairobi said 
that unknown gunmen opened 
fire on the car carrying the 
president and bis Vice Presid- 
ent, Gen. Mustafa Adrissi, ba- 
ck to Kampala late Saturday 
evening. 

Field Marshal Amin had spe- 
nt the day playing basketball 
on a beach near Entebbe. 

Some sources said the two 
leaders were taken to Mulago 
hospital in Kampala before one 
of them was flown to Libya and 
th other taken to an unknown 
destination. 


Israeli torture 
in long report 
by Sunday Times 

LONDON, June 20 (R). — The Sunday Times newspaper has 
ti wiia detailed allegations that Israeli Interrogators routinely 
01-treat and often torture Arab prisoners. 

In a report covering three-and-a-half pages in yesterday's 
edition, the newspaper said it had interviewed 44 Palestinians 
from the occupied West Bank who alleged m-treatment or tor- 
ture at the hands of the Israeli security services. The names of 
22 were published. 

The newspaper said its investigation showed the torture 
was so widespread and systematic that it coaid not be dismis- 
sed as the activity of some officers exceeding orders. 

It recorded prolonged beatings, electric shock torture, con- 
finement in specially-constructed cells and said the treatme n t 
took place in at least six centres. 

In Its copyright report, the newspaper said all of Israel's 
sec ur ity services were implicated : The Shin Beth Intelligence 
section, military intelligence, border police and Latam, which 
it called the “department for special missions.” 

It named 3 purposes of the torture: To extract Informa- 
tion, to extract confessions to “security” offences, and to per-: 
suade Arabs in the West Bank to behave passively. 

The Israeli Embassy in London today issued a strongly- 
worded of the Sunday Times report 

The statement said : “The assertion that torture Is a deli- 
berate policy of the Israeli government is as vicious a s land e r 
as it is insulting to the democracy and free judiciary in the 
area.” 

The Israeli authorities were given advance knowledge of 
the publication of the report by the Sunday Times .

JOHANNESBURG, June 20 
(AFP). — The people of Sow- 
eto went bade to work and sch- 
ool normally today after last 
week's period of mourning en- 
ded yesterday. 

Train and bus services offi- 
cials in the million-inhabitant 
township said commuters flo- 
cked into Johannesburg as us- 
ual. Several schools today also 
reported a normal attendance. 

Police said there had been 
no incidents today, but would 
not predict whether the situa- 
tion would remain calm. 

Taxi drivers who last week 
observed the period of mour- 
ning were back in business to- 
day too. Other townships in the 
Johannesburg area were also 
reported calm.

Angola arrests

LISBON, June 20 (R). — An- 
golan authorities have arrested 
two alleged leaders of an un- 
successful attempt last month 
to overthrow President Agos- 
tinho Neto, the Angolan news 
agency ANGOP reported. 

In a telexed message to Re- 
uters here, ANGOP said An- 
gola's Defence Ministry named 
the two on Saturday night as 
former Armed Forces Commi- 
ssar Jose van Dunem and his 
wife Cita Vales.

March 17 -- Zimbabwe Day. 

March 21 - - International 
Day for the Elimination of Ra- 
cial Discrimination. 

June 16 -- Soweto Martyrs 
Day. 

June 26 - - South Africa Fre- 
edom Day. 

August 15 -- Namibia Day. 

October 11 - - Day of Solida- 
rity with South African Poli- 
tical Prisoners. 

The 3-day conference ended 
with a condemnation of what 
it called the Carter administ- 
ration’s "neo-colonialist” poli- 
cy of trying to set up "puppet 
regimes in Zimbabwe and Na- 
mibia.” 

Such regimes would “serve 
as buffer zones to protect im- 
perialist interests and give the 


Vorster regime time to cany 
out its programme of setting 
up bantustans,” the conference 
said in its final statement, whi- 
ch criticised all the Western 
powers for their cooperation 
with the white minority regi- 
mes of Southern Africa. 

The conference called on oil- 
producing countries to stop all 
deliveries to companies that 
provide petroleum to the Rhod- 
esian regime of Mr. Ian Smith, 
as part of the enforcement of 
UN. sanctions against Rhode- 
sia. 

France, West Germany, the 
United States and Israel were 
criticised for nuclear coopera- 
tion with South Africa, "ex- 
pressly designed to help the 
fascist regime achieve Its am- 
bition of producing nuclear we- 
apons as part of its aggressive 
designs against African coun- 
tries.” 

The conference called for 
world-wide pressure on Japan, 
Iran and the Western countries 


to get them to end their eco- 
nomic support to South Africa 
by way of multinational cor- 
porations. 

Portuguese Socialist Jose 
Magalhaes Godin o, official Po- 
rtuguese ■ “ambudsman”, chair- 
ed the meeting, which was at- 
tended by the best-known lea- 
ders of the 1974 Portuguese 
revolution, Maj. Otelo Saraiva 
de Carvalho, Gen. Vasco Gon- 
calves and Admiral Antonio 
Rosa Coutinho. 

Black Rhodesian leaders Jo- 
shua Nkomo and Robert Mu- 
gabe, Co-Chairman of the Zim- 
babwe Patriotic Front, Mr. Oli- 
ver Tambo.

Police announ- 
ced on Saturday sight that ei- 
ght others were still at large. 

Disturbances in Soweto this 
week might have been much 
worse if the guerrilla mission 
had not gone astray, the police 
sources said. 

The worst violence of the pa- 
st week in South Africa took 
place in the south coast city 
of Port Elizabeth, where nine 
blacks died. 

In Soweto, two railway lin- 
es were blown up, and police 
fired tear gas and rubber bul- 
lets into crowds, but no deaths 
were reported. 

The police sources gave this 
account of the Johannesburg 
episode. The 10 guerrillas had 
been trained in Angola and ca- 
me to South Africa by way 
of Mozambique. They were be- 


lieved by police to be Sooth 
African blacks who fled die 
country following last year's 
widespread riots. 

They arrived la Johannesbur- 
g’s Sauer Street bus te rminal 
carrying Czechoslovakians^ 
“Scorpion”, m ac hin e pistols and 
Soviet-made hand grenades in 
shopping bags. 

Their mission was to job 
student demonstrators in Sow- 
eto -- flashpoint of last yearii 
riots -- during demonstration, 
last Thursday and Friday, sad 
to commit sabotage in as many 
areas aa possible, the sourct* 
said. 

But they asked for directions 
from a black mao at a taxi 
rank. He, spotting the weapons 
in their bags, mistook them for 
holdup men and ran off shou- 
ting that armed robbers were 
in the area. 

Three of the gunmen sprinted 
down Bree Street towards the 
old market area, about 300 met- 
res from police headquarters in 
Vorster Square. 

As bystanders called the po- 
lice, the men fired several ro- 
unds at random from their guns 
and burst in on four white wor* 
kmen having a tea break in a 
depot belonging to the John 
Ott department store. 

They shot bullets at the wor- 
kmen, killing two, and hurled 
a hand grenade beneath an em- 
pty van. Police arrested two of 
the raiders and one escaped. 
The other seven meanwhile me- 
lted into the bustling bus sta- 
tion crowds, the sources said. 


50 killed, 20,000 homeless in 
floods following Omani cyclone 


MUSCAT. June 20 (AFP). — 
Fifty people have been killed 
and at least 20,000 made home- 
less in widespread flooding in 
Oman in the wake of last we- 
ek’s cyclone and early monsoon 
rains. 

Thousands of date palms 
lime trees have been des- 
troyed along with other crops. 

Rescue tgflms from the arm- 
ed forces and the Royal Oman 
Police have rushed food and 
medical supplies to the worst- 
hit areas in the south. 

Offers of help have come 
from Iran, the United States 
and West Germany and an of- 
ficial of tire world body for the 
relief of natural disasters was 


arriving here today to assess 
the situation. 

So far Muscat itself and the 
Batinah coast in the northeast 
of Oman .have escaped the st- 
orms. 

A special committee to aid 
the 20,000 homeless has been 
set up by -Oman’s Sultan Qab- 
us, the Omani News Agency 
reported yesterday. 

The agency said Labour and 
Social Affairs Minister Khal- 
fan Nassir Watabi had been pla- 
ced in charge of aid for the 
people of Masirah, site of Bri- 
tain’s main Indian Ocean air 
base. The 'island was hit by 
the Oman's worst hurricane 
this century. 


BONN, June 20 (R). — Chile 
has handed over former Com- 
munist Sen. Jorge Montes to 
East Germany in exchange for 
11 political prisoners there. 

The Chilean Embassy anno- 
unced that Senor Montes -- 
whom the Santiago government 
recently described as its only 
political prisoner -- was freed 
at Frankfurt Airport on Satur- 
day afternoon and taken to the 
East German border. 

In return. East Germany ha- 
nded over 11 political prison- 
ers -- among them a 75-year- 
old man who was taken to hos- 
pital shortly after his arrival in 
West German territory - - to the 
Bonn government. 

The exchange recalled the 
last December's swop of Chil- 
ean Communist Party leader 
Luis Corvalan for Soviet dissi- 
dent Vladimir Bukovsky. 

Last year the Chilean govern- 
ment offered to release Senor 
Montes, who was arrested after 
the 1973 military coup that 
ousted late President Salvador 
Allende, In exchange for the 
release of former Cuban mili- 
tary commander Huber Mat- 
os.

One of them was immediately 
flown to a camp run by the 
U.S. army’s counter-intelligen- 
ce corps near Frankfurt, the 
sources said.

BELGRADE, June 20 (R). 
Yugoslav police yesterday Inte- 
rrogated a 22-year -old car me- 
chanic who tried to hijack a 
Bulgarian jetliner, but was tri- 
cked into surrender after de- 
manding safe passage to the 
West. 

As the man was questioned, 
the plane with the other 49 
people abroad flew back to 
Bulgaria -- where the steward- 
ess whom he threatened with 
a gun during the hijack had 
planned to be married yester- 
day. 

“I thought: My goodness, 
what a bride I will be,” said 
the girl, Eleonora Naydanova, 
talking to reporters about her 
ordeal at gunpoint Saturday 
night in the near cabin of the 
prop-driven Antonov-24 airlin- 
er. 

Bulgarian officials here did 
not know whether the wedding 
went ahead, back in Sofia. 

Police named the hijacker as 
a Bulgarian, lankov Dimitrov. 
An investigating judge here 
said he grabbed the plane be- 
cause be was dissatisfied with 
Bulgaria’s Communist govern- 
ment and with his parents, in- 
formed sources said. 

Officials said the hijacker 
seized the Soviet-built Antonov 
on an internal flight over Bul- 
garia, forced the pilot to change 
course to Belgrade’s Surcin Ai- 
rport, and then demanded safe 
passage to Britain. 

The hijacker was described 
as a man aged between 35 and 
40. 

The Yugoslav news agency 


Tanjug said the airport was 
reopened to normal traffic so- 
on after the incident. 

There were reports that a 
shot had been fired during the 
incident, either in the air or 
after the aircraft landed at 
Belgrade, but these could not 
be confirmed. 

Police said no one was in- 
jured. 

The thickset hijacker was 
led away from the airport, with 
his handcuffed behind 

his back. 

Apart from asking to be fl- 
own to London, the hijacker 
also wanted the aircraft to be 
taken to Munich. 

But crew members told him 
they had insufficient fuel to 
reach either Munich or Lon- 
don. The Antonov-24, a twin- 
engined propeller plane, is no- 
rmally used in Eastern Europe 
only for short-range flights. 


Airport sources said the pla- 
ne landed here after the pilot 
radioed the control tower to. 
say he had never flown out- 
side Bulgaria, and had no map* 
for a flight to Munich or Lon- 
don. ' , 

The hijacking was the se- 
cond incident affecting Yugos- 
lavia this week. Croatian na- 
tionalist guerrillas occupied 
the Yugoslav miss io n to the 
United Nations In New York 
for a short time on Tuesday 
before surrendering. 

Yugoslav authorities regard- 
ed the New York action as a 
deliberate ' provocation aimed 
against the 35-state European 
security conference which ope- 
ned hr Belgrade on Wednes- 
day. 

But there was no indica- 
tion that the hijacking was 
linked in ' any way with to® 
security, conference. 


Present French policies will allow left 
to win election, forecasts Mitterrand 


NANTES, Western France, 
June 20 (AFP). — The present 
regime in France could defeat 
itself “because its policies are 
so bad,” French Socialist lead- 
er Francois Mitterrand predic- 
ted here yesterday. 

Mr. Mitterrand, who is tipped 
to become premier if the left 
carries off a widely-forecast vi- 
ctory in the parliamentary el- 
ections scheduled for next Ma- 
rch, was speaking on the final 
day of the Socialist Party’s pre- 
election congress in Nantes. He 
said France was witnessing the 
end of the policies that had ba- 
cked liberal laissez-faire econo- 
mics. 

The errors of those support- 
ing the present system meant 
that either they would defeat 
themselves or would be defeat- 
ed by socialism, Mr. Mitterrand 
declared. A victory at the polls 
in 1978 by the majority of Ga- 
ul lists, Centrists and Republi- 
cans who make up President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing’s par- 
liamentary majority would me- 
an “the assurance of a financial 
debacle and the international 
credibility of France would fall 


into question.” 

It was “impossible to do wor- 
se” than the government head- 
ed by Premier Raymond Barre, 
the Somalis! leader said, “they 
fail at everything," he added. 

Mr. Mitterrand called for un- 
ity inside the party to insure 
victory in next year's elections. 
He pledged that the Commu- 
nists, partners of the Socialists 
and leftwing Radicals in a co- 
mmon front, would take part in 
government if the common fro- 
nt is victorious. 

Harking back to the tensions 
inside the leftwing common 
front and the problems that al- 
liance with the Communists pre- 
sented for the Socialists, Mr. 
Mitterrand said that his party 
“has not agreed to accept the 
accumulated difficulties invlov- 
ed in a common programme 
with tiie Communists in order 
to do without them when they 
would be useful.” 

Mr. Mitterrand forecast a 
legislative blitzkrieg during the 
first three months in the event 
nf a leftist victory next March. 
This would encomnass the pri- 
ncipal measures without which 


leftist rule would not be possi- 
ble and would include nation- 
alising France’s banking and cr- 
edit institutions and industrial 
firms listed for state takeover 
in the left’s political program- 
me, he said. 

Mr. Mitterrand said a leftist 
government would "appeal to 
the universal conscience when 
certain volleys of shots are he- 
ard in the world." He cited the 
Warsaw Pact's invasion of Cz- 
echoslovakia in 1968 as an ex- 
ample of when France would 
speak out. 

He added that a leftwing go- 
vernment in France would br- 
eak off diplomatic relations 
with the military regime in Ch- 
ile. “Symbols count for some- 
thing," he declared. 'Teople sh- 
ould know at least that on one 
point a government of the left 
prefers the symbol to doing 
business." 

There was loud applause fr- 
om Socialist delegates to Mr. 
Mitterrand's speech. But he ad- 
mitted that an attempt fo re- 
concile the mainstream of the 
party with its leftists during tbf 
congress had foiled. 


Supporters of the leftwing 
Centre d'Etudes, de Rech erche 
et d’ Education Socialists (CER- 
ES) and other party leaders had 
been meeting behind closed 
doors in Nantes in a bid to ha- 
mmer out a formula that wo- 
uld ensure party unity. The 
CERES group, representing ab- 
out one-quarter of the Socialist 
Party membership, have been 
accused of acting as a quasi- 
independent faction. 

• The closed-doors meeting had 
been seeking a “synthesis” but 
Mr. Mitterrand admitted that 
this had not been found. “Sy- 
nthesis is unity, and then so- 
mething else,” he explained. 
"The absence of synthesis leav- 
es only unity,” he said. 

The CERES group has often 
taken an independent stance on 
policy questions and Mr. “Mitter- 
rand warned that it was not po- 
ssible for the party "to deal 
with two different policies at 
once.” Unanimity In party co- 
unsels could be dangerous; he 
declared, but once a decision 
had been taken by the matority, 
there should be unanimity in 
carrying out party policies.
